In  the  stage  of 
hope  and  sympathy  with  the  Young 
Turks  when.  In  the  Autumn  of  190S. 
Austria  announced  that  she  had 
changed  the  occupation  of  Boeala  and 
Hersegovlna  Into  aaaaxaUoa. 

Turker  waa,  tadaed,  to  ho  glrsa  the 
Saadjak  of  Norl-Basaa  aa  ooaipeBaa- 
tion.  but  Austria's  act  and  decision 
were  quite  arbitrary.  Turkey  had  not 
been  consulted  or  asked  to  conient, 
and  the  change  was  therefore  a  blow 
to  Turkish  prestige.  A  cruel  blow  It 
seemed  to  the  budding  hopes  of  better 
things  In  Turkey. 

Turkey  Got  Oempmsatlon 

Beeldes  this.  It  was  ths  alteration  of 
a  Kuropean  treaty  to  which  other 
powers  aa  well  as  Turkey  were  parties. 

To  us  the  territorial  change  were 
Indifferent;  It  mattered  not  to  ua  that 
Austria  should  annex  instead  of  mere- 
ly occupying  Bosnia  and  Hersegovlna. 
But  beiges  syapathy  with  the  new 
hope  In  Turkey,  we  felt  that  the  ar- 
bitrary alteratioa  of  a  Boropeaa  treaty 
by  eae  power  without  the  consent  of 
the  ether  powers  who  wer^partlee  to 
It  strut  k  at  the  root  of  all  good  Inter- 
national order.  We  therefore  took  a 
very  firm  Htand  on  principle  and  said 
that  though  our  Interests  were  not 
Involved  we  would  not  recognise  Aus- 
tria's action  and  the  change  ahe  had 
made  till  all  the  other  peWete  who 
were  partiee  to  the  trfaty  frSTo  ready 
to  do  eo.  ' 

Russia  was  offended.  ,  Turkey  was 
protesting;  we  would  do  nothing  to 
make  It  dlfflcult  for  Austria  to  get 
their  consent,  but  our  view  waa  that 
she  must  get  It  before  we  would  reCOg- 
nise  the  chant^'-  In  the  treaty.  ... 

To  this  position  we  adhered,  and  In 
the  end  Turkey  reoelved  compensa- 
tion la  money  and  accepted  the 
chaaga  of  the  atatna  quo  that  had 
beea  made  hy  the  Auatiian  aaaesa- 
tloa  of  Beenla  and  Hsraegovtaa  and 
by  Bulgaria's  conversion  of  hSrself 
from  a  prlnclpnllty  to  a  kingdom. 

Vrged  Upeati«  of  SCnUta 
Another  more  dlfltoolt-  aad  aMre 
delicate  question  for  aa  waa  that  of 
the  opening  of  the  stratta. 

The  csar  oame  en  hla  yacht  to  visit 
King  Edward  at  Cowes.  Isvolsky  (a 
Ilusslan  diplomat)  came  with  him, 
and  In  a  long  Informal  talk  with  Aa- 
qulth  and  me  [Hvolnky  expounded  hla 
grievances  against  Baron  d'Aehren- 
thal,  the  Austrian  Foreign  Minister. 
Isvolaky  held  forth  to  us  at  great 
length  aad  with  energy  aad  point- Be 
spoke  la  KagUah.  aad  the  perform- 
anee  In  a  forelga  kiagaago  was  an  hn- 
pressive  "tour  de  force."  Asqulth 
commented  to  me  on  It  as  a  remark- 
able feat:  but  we  were  not  concerned 
In  Isvolsky's  personal  grievance 
against  d'Aehrenthal  ^ 

Isvolsky  came  on  to  Ix)ndon  and 
there  propounded  the  question  of 
opeglag  the  straits.  He  may  have  had 
this  la  irlow  from  the  hegtaalag.  aad 
may  have  allowed  hlmaelf  to  he  oom- 
premlaed  by  d'Aehrenthal  about  Bee- 
nla  and  Hersegovlna.  in  order  to  raise 
the  question  of  the  straits  with  effect: 
or  he  msy  have  rushed  to  It  for  com- 
pensation, after  finding  himself  com- 
promised. 

It  did  not  matter  to  us  which  of 
these  hypotheeea  wa«  correct.  I  had 
foreseen  from  the  beginning  that.  If 
we  were  to  maintain  friendly  rela-' 
tiona  with  Russia^  we  must  abandon 
the  pOUey  of  btockiag  her  peesse  to 
the  sea.  1  waa  thsrsleta  prepared  to 
dlsehea  the  mattSr.

outset  nf  what  we  hoped  wan  a  new 
and  better  era  at  Conatantlnople  Wa 
could  not  agree  to  add  to  her  hard- 
ships by  forcing  upoa  her  at  one* 
this  embarrassing  quostlen  of  the 
straits.  If  later  on  tha  consent  of 
Turkey  waa  whtalasd.  this  saaat  be  by 
voluntary  sgriinat  aad  aot  by  pree- 
■ure  or  agaoeae.  . 

There  waa  alao  a  dlSkalty  not  of 
Urns,  but  Inherent  la  the  ceadltions 
on  whlcl^  the  straits  should  l>e  open. 
A  simple  opening  of  the  atralts  to  all 
ships  of  war  of  all  natlona  would 
enable  foreign  fleets  ^to  aaeemble  In 
the  Black  8ea  at  any  time:  this  would 
not  suit  Russia  at  all.  and  would  in 
fact  be  very  disagreeable  to  her. 

On  the  other  hand,  we  would  not 
agree  to  Russian  ahlpe  of  war  having 
the  sole  aad  exclusive  right  of  pas- 
age  through  the  etralts  ia  time  at 
war  wkea  Turkey  waa  neutral.  .  .  . 

But  danger  aroae  epedally  out  of 
the  attitude  of  Serbia  and  her  demand 
for  compensation,  which  was  warmly 
backed  by  Kussla,  and  carried  to  a 
point  that  threatened  aerlous  troublo 
with  Auetria.  The  probability  la  that 
If  Russia  had  told  SerbU  from  the 
flrst  that  she  must  not  expect  more 
than  economic  concessions,  ths  situa- 
tion would  aever  have  beooms  danger- 
ous aad  Russia  weald  have  emerged 
with  the  credit  of  having  done  at  any 
rata  somethlAg  fer  Isrhla.  Aa  It  was. 
Russia  waa  stiff  for  a  ttane  aad  then 
suddsnly  eollapaed  uacondltlonally. 

The  strain  on  Isvolsky's  tempera- 
ment had  been    very  great,  and  he 
seemed  to  have  a  sudden  reaction  at 
the  end  to  despair  and  disgust. 
Russian  PuMlo  Amased 

It  was  aa  uapleaaant  flaish,  as  the 
following  diapateh  from  Uleholaen 
shown:

"Sir.— It  was  only  on  the  morning 
of  the  S7th  Insunt  that  ths  general 
public  became  aware  that  the  Rus- 
sian  Oovemment    had    consented,  If 
aaked   by  Auatrla-HungtM->',     to  the 
unconditional  abrogation  of  Article 
IS  of  the  Berlin  Treaty,  or.  In  other 
words,  to  reoogniae    the  annexation 
by  Auetrla-Baagary  oC    Bosnia  aad 
Hersegovlna. 

"It  had  alwaya  been  undereteod 
that  tha  Rusalaa  Oovsmment  were  In 
conjunction  with  the  CH>vernmenU  of 
Great  Britain  and  of  Prance,  main- 
taining the  attitude,  which  had  been 
announced  on  more  than  one  occa- 
alon,  both  officially  and  publicly,  that 
the  modlflcatlons  of  an  International 
treaty  by  Austria- Hungary  on  her 
own  initiative,  as  well  aa  the 
arbitrary  mfraotleaa  of  the  aame 
treaty  by  Balgarta.  woald  net  be 
reeogalBsd  natll  the  amtur  aad^beea 
and  ekamlned  by  all  the 
powers  la  conjunction  with 
the  eompensationa  due  to  other 
states  whose  Interests  had  been 
directly  or  Indirectly  affected  by  the 
acts  of  last  Autumn. 

If  was  therefore  with  surprise, 
and  Indeed  with  bewildered  con- 
sternation, that  the  public  learnt  that 
tha  Ruaalan  Oovemment,  who  were 
supposed  to  have  under  their  special 
care  the  inureets  of  thd  smaller  Bal- 
kan atatee.  aa4  .wheee  lafloenee  In 
the  Balkan  Penlndqla  had  been  en- 
dangered, had  eonesntod  suddenly  to 
abandon  the  poeltlen  which  they  had 
hitherto  aasumsd,  and  to  sanction 
ths  act  that  Austria-Hungary  had 
executed  some  months  ago. 

Posy  •Banaaetiow  rt»t 
"It  waa  eoneidefsd  not  only  'in  the 

press,  bta  alao.  aa  far  aa  I  have  been 
able  to  ebeerve  and  aaoeruin.  In  all 
classss  of  society,  that  Ruaala  had 
suffsred  a  deep  humlllftlen,  and  had 
renounced  the  trsdltlonal  part  which 
she  had  hitherto  played  In  Southeast 
Europe,  and   in   the  prosecution  of 

which  she  had  made  so  great  aacri- 
flees  In  the  past.* 

"Even  among  thoaa  who  take  but 
Utile  latereat  ta  fbrottn  aBhlrs.  and 
who  de  not  feel  mneh  aympathy  for 
the  amallsr  Balkan  states,  whom 
they  regard  as  troublesome  and  un- 
grateful younger  brethren,  there  wsa 
a  feeling  of  bitter  reaentment  that,  at 
a  moat  critical  moment  for  two  of  the 
minor  Slav  states,  th^lr  natural  pro- 
tector had  abandoned  them  te  the 
pnercy  of  a  German  power;  nnd  that 
Raasla  had  eeaaeated  wlthoat  mak« 
lag  any  iseersationa  In  favor  of  thoao 
sKho  loohed  to  her  for  aealstanoe  If 
not  material,  la  any  eaaa  moral  and 
dlplomatlo— te  give  ber  seal  to  an 
act  whieh  kad  been  committed  by 
Austrla-Hungary  tO  the  dOtfBaSat  of 
Slav  ^ntevests. 

"I  have  been  aasured  by  thos«  who 
have  witneesed  many  various  phases 
in  the  recent  history  of  Rueela  that 
there  haa  never  previoualy  been  a 
moment  when  the  eouatry 
undergone  aneh  hamlUatloa;

Our 
power  to  preacr>'e  the  peace  of 
Europe  can  only  be  weakened  by  the 
unjuat  accuaatlons  which  Auntria  Is 
bringing  against  us,  aad  whieh, 
moreovsr.-Ars  aoesptod  as  tsao  la  the 
Atwtrlan  dominions. 

"Tou  nuy  apeak  la  thia  asaee  and 
in  that  of  my  previona  telsgeam  on 
the  eubjeet  wkea  dlaawaslng  the  amt- 
ter  wtth  Baroa  d'Aehrenthal  or  any 
ether  influential  pereons.** 


ThUi  eauaed  me  little  ooaoam  on 
public  groanda.  for  I  thought  R  only 
a  porsoaal  asatterf 

la  tact,  tt  had  a  much  deeper 
slgnifloance;  it  was  a  symptom  of 
that  inveterate  and  ineradicable  dia- 
truat  #hlch  poUoned  European  di- 
plomacy and  made  anyhealthy  growth 
impoaslble. 

The  following  extracta  from  dls- 
pat'  t^es  Rrr>  worth  reading.  The  flrst 
is  from  my  official  record  of  a  con- 
versation with  Metternlch  at  the 
Forelga  OStoe  oa  October  f.  ISOS: 

"Count  -Mottomleh  aald  that  Aus- 
tfte  kad  given  .  no  warning  to  Ger- 
many, who  had  beea  Juat  aa  aurprlaed 
by  what  had  taken  place  aa  the  other 
powere  had  been.  But  tkougli  Ger- 
many wished,  us  he  had  said,  to  en- 
courage the  new  regime  In  Turkey, 
she  would  feel  hovind  In  this  matter 
to  support  her  ally  and  friend." 

The  second  is  an  extract  from  a 
telegram  from  Ooeohen,  our  Ambas- 
aador  at  Vienna,  dated  October  17, 
iSSI.  reportlag  a  eoaveraation  wltk 
the  German  Ambaaaador  tkerof 

"In  dieeusaing  tke  aaaeaaUan  guee- 
tlon  Rerr  Von  Tchlmky  remafka  en 
the  cleverness  of  Baron  d'Aehrenthal 
in  not  previously  giving  a  hint  to 
Oermany  of  his  intentions.  Ulscua- 
siona  which  might  have  been  un- 
comfortable for  both  aldaa  had  tkua 
been  avoided." 

The  next  quotation  la  an  eatract 
from  a  telegram  from  Ooechen  at 
Vienna  dated  October  IT,  ISSt: 

"The  German  Smperor's  ropUr  waa 
presSMsd  by  the  Oomaa  Ambas- 
sador t^^he  Kmperor  of  Austria  to- 
day. ThsTTress,  to  whom  the  Ger- 
man Ambassador  neemn  to  have  l>een 
raher  communicative,  reporta  that  the 
letter  waa  moat  cordial,  congratulat- 
ing the  iCmperor  upon  the  annexa- 
tion aad  promlaing  support." 
PareUeled  1S14  Crisis 

It  is  Impossible  to  recount  theee 
events  of  IIOS  without  being  atrtick 
by  an  ominoua  parallel  with  the 
criais  of  1>14. 

In  ItOI,  aa  In  1»14,  Austria  acted 
without  full  conaultatlon  with  her 
ally — so  ths  world  was  told  by  von 
Bttlow  in  the  flrst  aad  by  von  Beth- 
mann-Holhreg  la  tha  latter  eriala. 

In  as  tn  1S14.  Germany,  while 
deprecating  the  headstrong  character 
of  Austria'a  action,  thought  It  neces- 
sary to  support  her  ally. 

In  ItOS,  lis  In  1*14,  Russia  felt  her- 
self challenged  to  support  Rerbla. 

There  the  parallel  ends.  In  IfSI 
Ruaala  preferred  hUmilkRISai  In  1S14 
She  faced  war. 

I^  anyone,  who  haa  not  been  im- 
pressed by  NIcolsop's  account  of  the 
humiliation  felt  in  Rumia  in  1901, 
turn  back  and  read  it  agadl,  bet  kim 
remember  algo  that  this  humlllanon 
was  branded  Into  Russian  feeling  by 
the  subsequent  speech  of  the  German 
Emperor  at  Vienna — the  exulting 
speech.  In  which  he  spoke  of  having 
been  a  bHUlJlnt  gOSaad  la  aklOlng 
armor  to  Austria. 

Prestige  amongst  the  SJav  nations 
of  Seuthsast  Europe  was  aa  neces- 
sary to  Russia  as  to  Aaslrla.  Rus- 
sia aeuM-BOt  afford  a  second  blow 
such  aa  that  of  IMI. 

And  yet  in  the  crisis  ef  1114. 
especially  after  Serbia'o  dtaarmlng 
reply  to  ths  Aaetrlan  attissatum. 
there  was  no  ruler  10  Oermany  great 
l>nough  tn  feet  that  what  waa  essen- 
tial to  the  peace  of  Europe  waa  not 
a  brilliant  eecond  to  Auatrla.  but  a 
wise  and  strong  restraining  hand.

NATIONAL  RAILWAYS 


The  annual  report  to  Parliament  of 

the  Canadian  National  Railway*,  which 
ahows  a  deficit  for  1924  of  $54,860,- 
41922,  is,  incidentally,  a  striking  in- 

dirtmrnt  of  the  Oovernmert's  policies 
and  their  failure  to  bring  prosperity 
t«  the  eoontry.    The  Government,  of 

course,  is  not  rr«ponsil)le  for  the  fall 
ing  off  in  the  grain  traffic.  There  was  a 
iacrtaac,  however,  on  tlic  national 
roads  of  2,500,000  tons  of  bituminous 
coal  handled,  and  another  decrease  of 
S00,000  tona  ol  nntfiradt*  coal.  This 
.  must  be  interpreted  as  meaning  that 
onr  manufacturing  planta  needed  less 
coal,  test  Iron  ore,  etc.,  for  their  ton- 
nage of  iron  and  sttcl  roinniodities  fell 
away  by  770,440  tons.  In  motor  cars 
and  trucks  there  were  11S,538  tons  less 
carried,  and  in  unclasaiBed  manufac- 
toraa  and  miscellaneous  merchandiae, 
dMJIM  tons  leas.  Canada  wu  leas 
htiay  than  in  192.1  and  the  freight  rc- 
ctipts  of  the  railways  suffered  in  pro- 
portion. 

The  condasion  come  to  by  Sir  Henry 
Thornton  and  the  directors  of  the 
Canadian  National  Railways  is  that  for 
aa  long  as  may  be  advisable  it  will  be 
naccsaAry  to  postpone  any  further  rap 
ital  expenditures  which  arc  nut  urgent- 
ly necdad.  He  issues  whaA  amoimu  to 
a  warning  to  the  Govertmient  that  con- 
tinued reductions  in  freight  rates  will 
postpone  tha  day  when  the  National 

System  will  become  self  supporting. 
The  present  policy  of  the  Liberal  C.or- 
emment,  apart  from  the  uneconotTiK 
tendency  of  interferinji  with  frciRbt 
rates,  has  been  anything  but  produc- 
tiva  of  hnainasa  for  the  raihra^s  and 
in  consequent  r  the  prosperity  of  tha 
country  has  tagged.  Ita  efforts  to- 
wards inercaaing  pepwlill—  aiMi  traffic 
hav^  been  spasmodic  and  unorganized. 
Federal  policias  of  recent  years  have 
not  hcen  aUtictlug  population,  have 
not  held  popolation,  and  have  not 
drawn  capital  to  the  country.  That  is 
the  simple  and  unvarnished  deduction

The  maaagcaMnt  of  the 
r.iiiadiaii  Mational  Railwavs  under  Sir 
iicnry  I  horaton  is  no  doubt  all  that 
tke  Governmtnt  desires  The  point 
then  is:  the  deficit  for  1924  is  $1,162,- 
744  greater  than  it)  1923.  yet  the  oper- 
ating eapcnses  of  the  rooda  have  been 
reduced  by  $14. .160,907  46  The  mean- 
ing of  this  is  loss  of  traffic,  and  loss  of 
traffic  must  necessarily  imply,  in  one 
sen.se  at  least,  either  liamp^riog  inter- 
ference with  Uade  or  lack  of  legislative 
methods'  wMch  pmdia  industrial  de- 
velopment. On  top  of  the  situation  it 
has  creaud  by  lack  of  vision  the  Gov- 
ernment now  propoaM  to  make  freight 
rates  a  political  <|uestion  and  effect  re- 
ductions for  the  purpose  of  vote-catch- 
ing. No  greater  economic  folly  could 
be  perpetrated.  If  it  is  perpetrated  it 
can  only  aaca^  that  the  daficiu  being 
incurred  on  the  National  Railways  will 
continue  to  mount,  and.  as  they  do,  the 
taxes  on  the  people  as  a  whole  will 
increase  in  proportldn.  for  thcaa  ddiciU 
must  be  met  oat  of  tha  taxpayers' 
pockets. 

JOANNA  SOUTHCOTT 

Interest  has  again  been  arouted  in 

the  famous.  Of  perhaps  it  would  be 
more  correct  to  say,  "notorious," 
sealed  box  of  prophecies  left  by  Jo- 
anna Southcott,  which  it  was  her  will 
should  only  be  opened  in  a  lime  of 
national  peril  in  England.  Although 
the  present  can  hardly  be  regarded  aa 
.such  a  time  there  is  a  possibility  that 
this  box  will  be  unsealed  before  long. 
One  stipulation  was  that  the  box 
should  be  opened  in  the  presence  of 
24  bishops.  Now,  it  appears,  that 
the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  has 
consented  tn  officiate  at  the  Opening 
which  means  that  the  number  of 
bishops  necessary  to  the  ceremony 
will  he  f  irthroming  at  any  time  un- 
der such  leadership.  A  mysterious 
feattva  is  that  the  whmabouU  of 
this  sealed  box  is  a  mystery,  but  the 
promise  is  made  that  it  will  be  pro- 
duced by  its  custodian  when  the 
bishops  are  ready  to  comply  with  the 
conditions  attached  to  its  opcung. 

Historically  Joanna  Southcott  is 
regarded  as  a  fanatic.  She  was  born 
in  1750  and  was  the  daughter  of  a 
Ucvuiishire  farmer.  It  was  when  in 
the  capacity  of  a  domestic  servant 
that  ^hc  began  to  convince  herself 
that  she  posseaaed  supernatural  pow- 
ers. She  -vtta^ltshed  a  kMt  fame  as 
a  prophetess  Tliat  f;mic  spread,  her 
followers  grew,  and  linally  she  moved 
to  London,  where  aha.,  established 
what  aini'iintrd  to  a  sect.  She  al 
ways  attempted  to  forecast  the  future 
and  those  who  believed  with  bar. 
though  mostly  drawn  from  the  un 
educated,  also  numbered  soiitc  people 
prominent  in  different  spheres  of  li(c. 
Joanna  went  so  far  as  to  identify  her- 
self with  the  woma^  in  tha  Book  of 
Kevelat^ns  who  had  the  moon  under 
her  feet  and  a  crown  of  stars  upon 
her  head.  The  proof  of  the  influence 
she  exerted  on  credulous  minds  is 
found  in  the  fact  that  while  she  died 
in  1814  there  were  still  in  1851  four 
congregations  who  were  professing 
to  expect  her  return.  Kven  today  she 
has  followers,  ami  there  arc.  perhaps, 
many  thousands  who  expect  that  the 
opening  of  the  sealed-  box  will  reveal 
st.irtlinK  disclosures. 

Trobably  the  decision  of  the  Arch- 
bishop of  Canterbury  is  baaed  on  a 
desire  to  get  rM  once  for  all  "of  the 
importunities  of  tha  sect  which  still 
owes  allegiance  to  the  Southcott  tra- 
dition. During  the  war  when  strong 
pressure  was  brought  to  bear  on  the 
Anglican  Church  to  have  the  box 
opened,  all  overtures  were  scouted. 
For  some  reason  now.  ia  tiroes  which 
can  hardly  be  called  those  of  national 
peril,  tha  followers  of  Joanna  8cNith> 
cott,  saifl  to  nutnber  100,000,  have  per- 
sisted in  their  efforts.  Their  wish  is 
to  be  gratified,  but  those  who  ara 

p:ratifying  it  are  not  doin;i  SO  With 
any  hope  of  startling  results.

United  States  He  has  been  whUafiag 
there  as  is  his  undoubted  right,  Htat  as 
it  is  his  undoobted  right  to  maintain 

his  own  conviction  about  the  destiny  of 
this  Dominion.  Where  be  errs  ia  in 
an  endeavor  to  speak  for  tha  whole 
Canadian  people.  We  know  of  no  title 
he  has  to  do  this.  Such  visitors  to  the 
United  Stataa  create  a  wholly  erron- 
eous^ viewpoint  of  sentiment  in  this 
country  and  they  are  proportionately 
bad  publicity  agents  for  the  Dominion.

The  Doukhobors  are  iadcad  a  v^y 
peculiar  poopla,        y«t  Htntf   arc  a 

very  interrstiiiK  as  well  as  a  very  diffi- 
cult people.  1  hey  think  they  arc  God's 
own  choaan  people,  hut  tliay  are  not 

altogether  peculiar  in  that  rc«pect  A 
very  ancient  people  once  thought  they 
were  (Vid'a  own  choaan  paoplc,  and 

perhap!>  they  still  think  that  and  be- 
lieve they  have  reason  to  think  it. 
There  are  some  very  aaaUbla  and 
reasonable  people  "in  our  nidst'*  who 
believe  the  British  are  Ood's  own 
chosen  people,  and  they  say  lhay  can 
prove  it  by  chapter  ud  vcm  from 
sacred  recorda. 

•  •  • 

Con.sequently  we  shOttld  not  think 
too  hardly  of  our  friends  and  neigh- 
bors the  DotiUiobors.  This  peculiar 
people  hava  peculiar  views  on  many 
matters  of.  a  social  and  political 
nature.  They  entertain  extreme  viaws 
on  the  question  of  education;  but  they 
believe  our  views  on  the  question  of 
education  arc  also  extreme.  We  have 
met  many  people  who  deny  that  they 
are  peculiar  who  maintain  that  modern 
systems  of  education  Ain  to  extremes. 
Doakhobors'  views  on  education  run 
to  one  extreme.  Perhaps  otir  views  on 
education  run  to  another  extreme.  The 
Doukhobors  woold  aboHsh  all  systems 
of  education  save  the  system  of  expe- 
rience, but  that  would  never  do  for 
a  country  endowed  with  a  modern 
democratic  system  of  government  in 
which  the  intelligence  of  tha  voter 
must  be  developed  in  order  to  insure 
the  election  of  honest,  progressive  and 
intelligent  governments.  We  have 
heard  scoffers  aver  that  for  such  a 
purpose  our  educational   system  has 

proved  a  dismal  failure. 

•  •  • 

Another  very  extraordinary  pecu- 
liarity of  the  Doukhobors  is  their  am- 
bition to  perpetuate  the  Russian  lan- 
guage on  this  Continent — to  perpetuate 
the  Rttssian  lanf^uaKc  this  continent 
of  all  places  in  the  world,  the  con- 
tinent *^»Mch  to  '*lhe  Melting  pot  of 
the  nations."  If  the  Doukhobors  were 
an  educated  people  they  would  not 
need  to  be  told  that  sodi  an  ambition 
is  impossible  of  realization.  If  that 
sort  of  ambition  were  tolerable  and 
possible  in  the  course  of  time  we 
would  liave  a  perfect  babel  of  tongues 
clattering  througHbut  Canada,  and 
surely  that  is  not  "a  consummation 

most  devoutly  to  be  wislied." 

•  •  • 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  experience 
of  the  Doukhobors  should  have  taught 
them  that  no  people,  peculiar  or  or- 
dinary, has  any  ehance  of  surviving  as 
a  separate  unit  in  this  country.  The 
Doukhobors  ihrniselves  confess  that 
many  members  of  their  organization 
have  bOen  abaorbad  in  tlie  communi- 
lirs  which  surround  them.  They  <le- 
plore  that  di>P<^*it>on,  so  manifest  in 
their  yoKMfeer  paof ie,  and»  AfMt^  to 

stop  if  That  is  why  thr\  object  to 
our  system  of  rduealiqn  and  to 
acknowledging  subjection  to  our  laws. 
That  is  why  they  burn  down  the 
school  houses  provided  for  them  and 
ara  aggrieved  when  they  find  out  that 
they  are  not  immnha  from  the  pro- 
cesses of  tha  law. 

•  •  • 

The  Government  has  taken  tlir 
Doukhobors  in  hand  and  purposes 
dealifig  summkrity  and^effccthreiy  with 

them.  Hitherto  the  final  rcroiirsr  of 
the  sect  when  its  will  was  frustrated 
was  a  demonstration  in  the  nuda.  A 

■.sion  of  that  kind  left  govrrn- 
Miciits  and  authorities  bclplcas.  The 
rcprcseatathrcs  of  our  Government 
have  thought  of  an  effective  way  of 
dealing,  with  it-^y  application  of  the 
whip.  Therefore  the  Poukhobors  of 
British  Columbia  ara  likely  to  find  out 
that  the  ordinary  canons  of  decency 
as  well  as  the  ordinary  processes  of 
tha  law  Miitfl  W  .  raapectad  in  (his 
Province. 

•  •  • 

We  wonder  what  |he  Doukhobors 
will  be  up  to  next  They  are  Russians, 
and  ad  Ruaaiana  are  difficult  to  deal 
with,  as  the  nations  of  the  earth  have 
fotnd  out.  Our  particular  Russians 
and  their  very  peculiar  notions  will 
not  be  tolarated  on  any  part  of  this 
continent.  They  would  not  be  tolerated 
anywhere — probably  not  in  Russia  if 
thv^  hiked  back  there,  although  the 
conditions  in  Russia  at  the  present 
time  are  possibly  just  as  peculiar  as 
tha  aetfcmt  of  e«r  mfortnuMa  Douk- 
hobors. 


One  of  tha  mambars  of  tha  Canadian 

Parliament,  a  very  radical  member 
although  conservative  in  his  views,  has 
suggested  drastic  nmasnras  for  redocr 
tion  of  expenditures  and  relief  of  the 
people  from  opprsssivc  taxation  This 
radical  member  advocates  cutting 
down  representation  in  Parliament, 
lopping  off  a  number  of  members  of 
the  Government,  reduction  in  indem- 
nities, limitation  of  the  length  and  the 
number  of  speeches,  and  several  other 
of  a  drastic  nature. 


Of  course  few  of  the  other  members 
of  ParUamaat  will  accept  snch  radical 
suggestions  In  fact,  the  measures 
proposed  by  4he  radical  member  will 
either  be  ladlfhed  d^'or  itfhoKd.  Gov- 
ernments and  Parliaments  never  think 
of  doing  such  things  in  order  to  reduce 
expcnaas.  GovcnUnanb  and  Parlia- 
ments arc  constantly  being  increased 
in  personnel  rather  than  being  reduced 
in  personnel.  That  is  one  of  the  pecu- 
ikijtks  of  these  dtmocratic  times  and 
"popnlar^  institutions.  Governments 
and  ParHamanta,  as  a  tnatter  of  fact, 
arc  not  pOHUkt  iaatitlrtioM  b  these 
latter  days  They  «re  very  onpoptilar 
institutions.  The  common  people  in 
thoir  pAvala  cm  vir saltana  aeoff  and 

jeer  at  them  F.reryhody  knows  that 
everything  set  down  here  is  true;  and 


it  tndieales  a  rather  disquietinc  ^tatc 

jifair  ^  'I  >'<  t  f  11  I  I  rnni^ts  in 
0*u.idA  i»  altogether  out  of  proportion 
to  tha  o  am  bars  of  the  peopk,  and  is 
too  severe  a  tax  upon  the  earning 
capacity  of  the  people.  The  mischief 
of  it  is  that  nearly  all  our  Parlia- 
mentary representatives  are  profes- 
sional politicians,  and  the  personal  in 
tareata  of  professional  ^liticians  en- 
tirely auhncrga  tha  paindplaa  of 
patriotism.

It  has  been  celebrated  In  aooa  and 
Btory  and  poem  for  many  a  century 
and  we  have  grown  to  aaaoclate  with 
the  name  all  ot.tha  myatery  of  beauti- 
ful, veiled  women  and  of  lovely,  heavy- 

■eented  flowers. 

The  beauty  of  the  land  has  made  It 
a  favorite  health  resort  for  the 
Kuropeana  in  India.  It  aiao  holds  an 
Important  position  In  politics  becauae 
it  guarda  one  of  the  approachea  to 
India  on  tha  no^thwaet  (rontien 

Mohammedianism  ia  the  religion  of 
most  of  the  Inhabttanta  of  Kaah- 
mlr. Hut  tliey  have  befn  rocently 
converted  anil  they  wtUl  rel.«ln  many 
of  their  ancient  nuporMltlons  Tticrc 
are  alao  Hindus,  Buddhlats  and  Bltihs 
among  the  population. 

tTntll  vory  recently  the  farmer,  or 
tho  m.m  who  cultivated  land  In  Kash- 
mir, li/iO  111  work  under  n  k>sIiiii  «'f 
"be jar''  an  It  wn.i  r.illed.  That  meant 
tliiil  Ihe  \  llliiRe  In  whirh  he  wor  kt-d 
had  to  turn  over  to  any  ofTlrl.il.  lilmr 
or  commndltiee  wiilimit  pav  tni  iit  of 
any  aort.  Naturally,  this  tended  t<> 
do  away  entirely  with  any  incentive 
or  ambition.  The  people  became 
thrtftlaaa  and  laay.  But  in  litt,  most 
of  thaae  abunes  wera  awapt  away  by 
land  laws,  and  a«  a  reault.  eonftdanee 
and  ambition  aro  inspiring  tho  InhaM- 
tanta  once  more. 

Now.  land  that  haa  long  lain  Idle 
is  being  eagerly  cultivated,  the  iiouaea 
are  being  repaired  and  are  taking  on 
a  new  air  of  proaparlty  and  well- 
t>elng. 

One  of  the  mofft  Important  rt-MHons 
for  tha  poverty  of  Kashmir  is  the 
fact  that  it  haw  been  vl.Mlted  at  «onie 
time  or  another  by  every  known  form 
of  peetllenea.  Fire,  floo0.  '  earth - 
quakea.  famine  and  cholera  have,  ^t 
varloua  timan.  left  thalr  mark  upon 
the  land.  The  Introduction  of  aanl- 
tatlon  and  the  more  edentlfic  eultl- 
vallon  of  tlie  Und  ha\e  helped  to 
eliminate  nome  of  those  factors  now. 

There  are  two  things  for  which 
Kaahmlr  ia  aepeclally  famed — the 
beauty  of  ita  women  and  Ita  exqutalle 
ahawln.  The  weaving  of  these  cele- 
brated shawin  ia  one  of  the  chief  In- 
duatrle.s  of  Kashmir.  They  flmt  be- 
came known  to  lOurope  in  the  time 
of  Napoleon,  but  during  the  KrMnco- 
Oerman  war  and  the  famine  of  1877. 
the  weavem  were  aeattered.  The  In- 
dustry waa  raaumed  again,  but  It  wax 
then  comMned  with  the  weaving  of 
tha  aouaUy  famoua  Kaahmlr  oarpeu 
^nd  with  allk-weavlng. 

Still  when  we  think  of  a  scene  that 
typlflea  all  that  la  loveliest  of 
Kaahmlr.  we  picture  one  of  their 
woman  draped  ,ln  her  moat  prised 
pcwsaalsn.  a  Kaahmlr  ahawl.

The  .laparioae  warfthip.  the  .Manc.hu, 
found  the  upot  recently  while  on  a 
charting  expedition.

An  exhibit  that  Is  attraetlag  the 
attsatlon  of  hundreds  of  people  who 
vlalt  tbe  Rome  Preducta  Fa|r  at  the 
Armories  is  one  that  la  well  altuated 
at  the  entrance  to  the  building,  and 
preeents  an  Imposing  sight  as  the 
pwtrena  enter  the  auditorium.  It  la 
tbe  ealilbit  of  Tarrowa  Umlted,  one 
of  the  biggest  industrlee  In  Victoria. 

Probably  the  moat  Interesting  cor- 
ner of  the  Yarrows  exhibit  is  that 
'  ontalning  the  model  of  one  of  the 
-ihallow-draft  steamers  that  Y:irrows 
i.iiiilteil  built  during  the  war  for  the 
itrltlsh  Government  for  the  Irrawaddy 
riotilla,  and  which  was  sent  to 
Murmah.  India,  after  they  had  been 
oonstruoted  in  a  rather  unique  man- 
ner. 

Shipped  In  Casrn 
Yarrows  built  five  of  these  hIuiim 
for  the  Britlah  (iovernment,  and 
after  their  conatructlon  they  were 
taken  down  again  and  packed,  and 
sent  in  cases  to  Burmah.  Deaplte  the 
fact  that  they  were  transshipped 
three  time%  every  part  arrived  at  its 
destination  Intact.  The  modal  abows 
that  theee  ateamera  bad  fine  llaee, 
and  mnat  batre  been  powerful  boata 
for  the  trade  they  were  built  for, 
namely,  the  Irrawaddy  River  trade.
